p ocketed with no one being the 
wiser. 
A consicentiou s car owner in 
Massachu setts, 
for 
ex amp le, 
was sent a check for $8 8 .38 u n­ 
der her $100 dedu ctible p olicy 
after 
estimated 
rep airs 
of 
$18 8 .38 were ap p rov ed. She did­ 
n’t consider the case closed, 
howev er, u ntil she sent back her 
p ersonal check for $25 —the dif­ 
ference between the estimate 
lnd the actu al rep air cost of 
$163.8 8 . 
A cou p le in Pennsy lv ania re 
ceiv ed a p ay ment of $45 for 
their son’s coat, which had been 
stolen at school. It was later re­ 
cov ered—and they retu rned the 
money . 
An Ohi 9 woman reimbu rsed 
the comp any for a claim p aid 
more than 10 y ears before. She 
ex p lained that she had been 
p aid $15 0 for a fire in her car 
and confessed that she had it 
deliberately set becau se of fi­ 
nancial difficu lties at the time. 
It had taken her that long to 
sav e u p enou gh money —and the 
and set her nagging conscience 
a t ease. 
, 
Another p olicy holder was p aid 
$10.40 for a radio antenna that 
had been broken by v andals. 
When the v andals were later ap ­ 
p rehended and ordered by the 
cou rt to p ay for the damages, 
the p olicy holder endorsed the 
check and forwarded it to the 
comp any .

“We are the strongest nation 
on earth,” said Hu mp hrey Fri­ 
day . 
“There is no secu rity gap ,” he 
said. “There will be no su rv iv al 
gap —u nless we follow Mr. Nix ­ 
on’s adv ice.” 
Nix on said Thu rsday the Unit­ 
ed States is faced with “a 
grav ely seriou s secu rity gap ” 
du e to the Democrats. 
“The p resent state of ou r de­ 
fenses is too close to the p eril 
p oint, and ou r fu tu re p rosp ects 
are in some resp ects downright 
alarming,” said Nix on. 
Hu mp hrey 
said the United 
States has 15 0 heav y bombers 
and 600 tankers comp ared to the 
Sov iet Union’s 15 0 heav y bomb­ 
ers and 5 0 du al tanker-bombers 
Hu mp hrey said the United 
States has 75 nu clear su bma 
rines comp ared to 57 Sov iet 
atomic su bs. 
Defense Secretary Clark M. 
Clifford'said in Washington the 
Ru ssians hav e 900 interconti­ 
nental 
ballistic 
missiles, 
18 0 
more than a y ear ago, bu t still 
15 4 fewer than the United States 
has. 
Hu mp hrey 
said 
of Nix on’s 
charge: “In an effort to catch 
v otes he is p lay ing p olitics with 
ou r national secu rity , u ndermin 
ing the confidence of ou r allies, 
among ou r enemies and u nder­ 
mining ou r long and p atient ef 
forts to bring a rational end to 
the madness of the strategic 
arms race.” 
Nix on had some p raise, how­ 
ev er, Friday for President John­ 
son’s condu ct of the Paris p eace 
talks. 
Nix on said Johnson is “driv ­ 
ing v ery hard” for a Vietnam 
bombing halt. The Rep u blican 
nominee denied what he called 
rep orts that “this sp u rt of activ ­ 
ity is a cy nical, last-minu te at­ 
temp t by Johnson to salv age the 
candidacy ” of" Hu mp hrey . 
Bu t 
Lawrence 
F. 
O’Brien, 
Democratic national chairman, 
said Nix on u sed “artfu l rhetoric 
to conv ey a v iciou s and false ac­ 
cu sations withou t taking resp on­ 
sibility for his words.” 
LeMay , meanwhile, said at a 
news conference, “The commu ­ 
nists are u sing the negotiations 
as a p latform for a lot of p rop a­ 
ganda.” 
“We hav e to conv ince North 
Vietnam that we’re going to de­ 
stroy ev ery thing they hav e and 
then start doing it,” said LeMay 
at a dinner later. 
LeMay ’s r u nni ng 
m a t e , 
George C. Wallace, said at a 
Harrisbu rg, 
Pa., 
fu nd-raising 
dinner that Nix on shou ld “get 
down in the arena w ith. the 
American p eop le and discu ss 
the issu es.” 
Wallace referred to 
Nix on’s 
refu sal to take p art in a three- 
way telev ised debate. 
Wallace offered to step aside 
and let Hu mp hrey and Nix on 
debate alone, as long as Wallace 
had a half hou r of his own right 
after the debate. 
Nix on said the debate wou ld 
p rov ide Wallace with a ready ­ 
made au dience. “That wou ld 
ju st be mu rder as far as 'we’re 
concerned,” said Nix on. 
All three p residential candi­ 
dates are schedu led to ap p ear 
on 
telev ision 
interv iew 
p ro­ 
grams the Su nday before the 
election. Nix on will be on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press for a half hou r 
at 1 p .m. EST Hu mp hrey and 
Wallace will be on ABC’s “Is­ 
su es and Answers” for a fu ll 
hou r at the same hou r, along 
with their ru nning mates. ABC 
said the op p onents will not de­ 
bate.

Sp ecu lation abou t an agree­ 
ment on a bombing halt in Viet­ 
nam to an agreement on how 
A recent U.S. p eace initiativ e 
had linked a total halt in Ameri­ 
can air attacks on North Viet- 
na mto an agreement on how 
Sou th Vietnam shou ld be rep re­ 
sented at the bargaining table, 
according to rep orts of allied 
dip lomats. Bu t, U.S. officials 
were rep orted still awaiting Ha­ 
noi’s rep ly to the bombing halt 
p rop osal and Wednesday ’s 27th 
session of the p eace talks in 
Paris ended withou t any v isible 
adv ance toward a solu tion. 


President 
Johnson 
at a news 
conference Thu rsday , said: ‘‘We 
want p eace v ery mu ch,” bu t 
there was no breakthrou gh to­ 
ward a settlement y et. He re­ 
called a statement by p ress sec­ 
retary George Christian on Oct. 
17 that “there has been no basic 
change 
in 
the 
situ ation, 
no 
breakthrou gh,” and said that 
was still correct. 
On the battlefield, meanwhile, 
the U.S. 
Command said 
100 
American soldiers were killed 
last week—the lowest nu mber in 
14 months. Enemy and Sou th 
Vietnamese 
casu alties 
also 
drop p ed, reflecting a fighting 
lu ll that has continu ed for more 
than three weeks.

p lau ded as he took a dov e-like 
stance on foreign p olicy . 
Referring to the Vietnam War, 
Percy asserted “it is ou r grim­ 
mest mistake.” 
He charged Vietnam is at the 
root of y ou th rev olts and height­ 
ens the tensions between the 
races. 
“Ou r y ou ng p eop le feel we 
hav e let them down and the 
blacks 
feel 
they are being 
u sed,” the senator declared. 
“Ou r black y ou ng p eop le are 
fighting and dy ing in Vietnam 
knowing all the time slu ms back 
home where their p eop le liv e 
need rebu ilding and that little 
is being done abou t it” Percy 
said. 
The senator was su bbing for 
U.S. Sen. Ev erett Dirksen who 
had been schedu led to address 
the teachers bu t was p rev ented 
from doing so by an illness. 
The ju nior senator su ggested 
a headline for his ap p earacne 
here might be “Percy Dou bles 
for Dirksen in Dix on.” 
After ex p ressing his distress 
with the war and echoing what 
he said was another Eu rop ean 
op inion “that we bu ild ou r na­ 
tion at home before we set ou t 
to remold Vietnam.” 
P e r c y 
lau nched an 
attack on 
Gov . 
George Wallace. 
The senator charged the key 
to 
Wallace’s 
foreign p olicy 
wou ld be “if things do not go 
right for u s then it’s bombs 
away with Gen. LeMay .” 
He comp lained that Wallace 
hits federal inv olv ement in af­ 
fairs of the states bu t “when he 
was gov ernor of Alabama that 
state receiv ed $2.5 0 back from 
the 
federal 
gov ernment 
for 
ev ery $1 
Alabamans 
sent to 
Washington. 
“He may not like federal in­ 
v olv ement bu t he got into the 
federal 
treasu ry 
with 
both 
hands” Percy rep orted. 
The senator commented on 
Wallace’s concern ov er law and 
order, and then q u oted FBI sta­ 
tistics which rep ort the mu rder 
rate in that state is highest in 
the nation and that cases of ag­ 
grav ated assau lt In Alabama 
are almost twice the national 
av erage. 
“You may want a change,” 
Percy conceded, “bu t what kind 
of change do y ou want?” he 
asked of any who might su p p ort 
Wallace’s candidacy . 
He cou nseled that any p rotest 
cou ld better be made throu gh 
the two-p arty sy stem. 
Percy said the p olls and all 
other indications p oint to a Nix ­ 
on v ictory and said he believ ed

Force Maj. Donn F. Eisele and 
Walter 
Cu nningham, 
sp lashed 
into the sea ju st fiv e miles from 
the aircraft carrier Essex , cli­ 
max ing a sp ace adv entu re that 
gav e America dead aim on the 
moon. A q u ick p hy sical check of 
the sp acemen showed they felt 
fine and were in good sp irits. 
They were all smiles when they 
receiv ed a telep hone call from 
President Johnson. 
Flight officials were elated 
with the resu lts. The Ap ollo p ro­ 
gram manager, Air Force Lt. 
Gen. 
Samu el 
Phillip s, 
said: 
“Ap ollo 7 goes into my book as 
a p erfect mission. We accom­ 
p lished 101 p er cent of ou r ob­ 
jectiv es. We did ev ery thing we 
set ou t to do an added a few 
things as we went along.” 
It was a p articu larly p rou d 
mission for those who worked so 
hard to bou nce back from the 
tragedy of the fire aboard the 
Ap ollo 1 sp aceship nearly two 
y ears ago. The three astronau ts 
trap p ed inside were killed and 
America’s 
man-in*sp ace 
p ro­ 
gram su ffered a sev ere setback. 
Bu t, 21 months and $410 million 
later, the United States was on 
the doorstep to the moon. 
One week. That’s v irtu ally all 
the time left for the p residential 
camp aigners to 
conv ince th e 
v oters to mark their name—ju st 
one—on that Election Day bal­ 
lot. And they are going to make 
the most of that time. 


Coroner Robert Preston de­ 
fending his record Friday night 
at 
the 
Rep u blican-Democratic 
debate p rodu ced 
more 
heat 
than the confrontation of sp okes­ 
men of the two p arties. 
The debate was held in the 
First Bap tist Chu rch sp onsored 
by the Tnterfaith Biracial Cou n­ 
cil. 
Democratic Cou nty chairman 
Donald F. Bu rke conclu ded his 
formal remarks with reference 
to Preston filing only fou r re­ 
p orts to the Cou nty Board of 
Su p erv isors du ring his 20 y ears 
in office whereas state law calls 
for semi-annu al rep orts to be 
su bmitted. 
The coroner who is the Re­ 
p u blican incu mbent for the of­ 
fice demanded 
that . Bu rke’s 
statements “be stricken from the 
records.” 
Mary Jane Larson moderator 
of the debate asked Preston to 
drop the matter becau se it had 
been annou nced that candidates 
wou ld not take p art in the de­ 
bate. 
Preston p ersisted to p ress his 
p oint abou t “dirty p olitics” be 
ing 
the motiv ating 
factor in 
bringing u p the matter of his 
not filing rep orts u ntil Winston 
McRey nolds 
p resident 
of the 
cou ncil p rev ailed u p on him to 
make no fu rther comments. 
The 
coroner 
declared 
he 
cou ld “ bring u p dirt too, bu t 
wou ld not do so ju st to win an 
election.” 
Later in the q u estion and an­ 
swer p eriod, William Callahan, 
Democralic candidate for state 
senator from the 35 th District 
got u p to ask a q u estion abou t 
the Rep u blican 
stand on 
the 
race q u estion and was not chal­ 
lenged and his q u ery was an­ 
swered. 
Bu rke and his v erbal op p o­ 
nent, My ron Olson, committee­ 
man in Dix on’s Third Precinct, 
who stood in for Monroe Mc­ 
Dowell, both brou ght u p the is­ 
su e of “crime in the streets,” 
bu t assessed different cau ses 
and disagreed on solu tions to 
the p roblem. 
Bu rke sp oke first and ticked 
off p roblems facing the nation 
su ch as decay of cities, civ il lib­ 
erties, racial rev olt, nu clear con­ 
trol, p ov erty , rebellion of y ou th 
and Vietnam, bu t directed most 
of remarks toward the cau ses of 
crimes by y ou ths. 
The Democratic cou nty chair­ 
man rep orted incidents of crime 
are highest among 15- to 21- 
y ear-olds and declared 
this is 
du e to p ov erty , lack of edu ca­ 
tion and the p op u lation ex p lo­ 
sion. 
Bu rke, said, “the av erage riot­ 
er is 17 y ears old, fatherless, 
u nedu cated and u nemp loy ed and 
has no hop e. 
“Emp loy ers don’t want him; 
the Army rejects him, and the 


schools don't know what to do 
with him.” 
He 
declared crime 
in 
the 
streets can best be solv ed by 
institu ting4 p rograms to deal with 
its cau ses. 
Bu rke claimed the Democrat­ 
ic administration has attacked 
this p roblem in the Law En­ 
forcement Act of 1965 which has 
p rov ided, he said ”$9 
million 
for 314 p rojects in the 50 states.” 
Pointing also to the Omnibu s 
Crime Control 
Law 
of 
1968, 
Bu rke asserted it can help com­ 
mu nities and non-p rofit agencies 
to p lan for way s to combat the 
cau ses of crimes and to u p ­ 
grade the-effectiv eness of local 
p olice. 
Olson commented We was not 
a walking ency clop edia of facts, 
bu t that he had been in p olitics 
since 195 0 and he had certain 
observ ations to make. 
Illinois u nder the p resent ad­ 
ministration has the highest v i­ 
olent crime rate of any state in 
the u nion. 
“Whatev er cau ses y ou assess 
for this,” Olson said, “ the fact 
remains we need different in­ 
terp retations of the law than we 
are now getting in the cou rts.” 
Tu rning to Vietnam, the Re- 
p u blican 
p recinct 
committee­ 
man said, “somehow since 1960 
we hav e drifted deep ly into a 
war in Sou theast Asia which in­ 
v olv es a half million fighting 
men from the United States. 
He charged that Democratic 
v oices on all sides say we can­ 
not win this war, and the ina­ 
bility to cop e with the comp li­ 
cated 
p roblem 
among 
other 
things has brou ght a mood for 
a desire for a change. 
Olson declared whatev er the 
Democrats 
say , 
they 
simp ly 
hav e not controlled crime in the 
streets. 
Other disabilities Olson sad­ 
dled the Democratic administra­ 
tion with were not controlling in­ 
flation which has brou ght abou t 
the 10 p er cent su rtax and is 
taking dollars from the p ockets 
of ev ery citizen. 
“Peop le are being robbed by 
the millions of dollars,” Olson 
declared, 
“by 
this 
inflation 
which is eating away at the p u r­ 
chasing p ower of their money .” 
Tu rning to civ il rights, Olson 
asserted “ev ery one shou ld be 
rewarded for his efforts and 
held accou ntable for his acts. 
“You 
ju st 
cannot 
legislate 
lov e; that mu st come from the 
heart,” he observ ed. 
He added a footnote to that 
observ ation to say , “for some 
in the adu lt generation it is too 
late for lov e to eradicate p rej­ 
u dice. The hop e is that children 
may be raised who are free 
from racial p reju dice.” 
Olson said “ Richard Nix on of­ 
fers the Negro not a handou t bu t 
a p iece of the action.”

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Georg e C. Wallace jibed his 
presidential opponents in a re­ 
lax ed, low-key speech Friday 
Uig ht, sharpening his attack on 
Richard M. Nix on for refusing 
to debate and say ing that his 
Democratic 
opponent, 
Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
Is out of the running . 
Wallace’s spirits were v isibly 
buoy ant as he neared the end of 
What he considers one of his 
Biost successful weeks of cam­ 
paig ning . His comments drew 
cheers and laug hter from 400 
supporters who paid |25 a plate. 
He speaks today at Terre 
Haute, 
Ind., 
and Cincinnati, 
Ohio, before returning to Mont­ 
g omery , Ala., for a day of rest 
Sunday .' 
Wallace said the pollsters now 
were hedg ing their reports that 
he has support of about 20 per 
cent of the electorate. 
“ Now they ’re writing , ‘this 
election is hard to g aug e’,” Wal 
lace said. “ They ’re lay ing the 
predicate for being wrong .” 
Concerning the telev ision de 
bate proposal, Wallace said he 
had withdrawn as a potential 
participant not only to strip 
away Nix on’s stated reason for 
refusing but also because he felt 
he would be the beneficiary of a 
Nix on-Humphrey confrontation. 
“ I thoug ht that if both of them 
g ot to telling on each other, it 
would help us,” Wallace said. 
Wallace cited an article writ­ 
ten by Nix on in 196 4 which said 
telev ision debates “ contribute 
sig nificantly to... the public in 
terest.” 
He had hoped, Wallace said, 
that Nix on would “ g et down in 
the arena with the American 
people and discuss the issues. 
The speech jumped from one 
topic to another and back ag ain, 
but the audience plainly enjoy ec 
it. 
At one point, Wallace apolo­ 
g ized for his rambling and said: 
“ It’s alway s difficult for me to 
talk to an orderly crowd. I don’t 
know how to react. I hav e to 
talk in a calm deliberate v oice; 
I can’t shout.” 
Earlier Friday , Wallace spoke 
to about 4,000 persons at Tren­ 
ton, N.J ., and 2,500 at Hershey 
Pa., and was heckled by smal 
but noisy g roups in both cities. 


But what a stunning proof of 
persuasion and power it will be 
if the demonstration remains 
peaceful.” 
Prospects of that were far 
from g ood. About 1,000 students 
took ov er the London School of 
Economics Thursday and said it 
would be used as a “ sanctuary ” 
for demonstrators needing rest 
or medical attention. Eig ht doc­ 
tors were on call there. 
A North Vietnamese flag flut­ 
tered from the fourth floor of 
the occupied school, where the 
late President J ohn F. Kennedy 
once studied. 
A force of 7,000 police was on 
duty in the capital, with orders

In London’s West End an 
army of priv ate security offi­ 
cers was mustered to keep 
watch ov er 60 building s in the fi­ 
nancial center that could be­ 
come targ ets of protest.

Earlier he told an airport 
crowd that “ understanding Tur­ 
key ’s wish for independence and 
importance in a key area of the 
world, we are ready to bring 
our policy closer to Turkey .” 
The two statements were seen 
as ev idence of the independent 
role De Gaulle has been try ing 
to steer with the Moslem coun­ 
tries of the Middle East since 
the Arab-Israeli war on J une 
1967. They coincide with rising 
anti-Americanism in Turkey , al­ 
thoug h the g ov ernment remains 
pro-United 
States 
and

NATO. 
Many Turks are disappointed 
by what they consider the fav or­ 
ing of Greece by tfie United 
States in the drawnout Greek- 
Turkish dispute ov er Cy rpus. 
De Gaulle had planned to try 
to conv ince the Turks to follow 
France’s lead and leav e the mil­ 
itary command of NATO, but in­

You can 
marry any one y ou want, but not 
within the Catholic Church,” the 
archbishop said. 
Cushing ex plained to Mrs. 
Kennedy that if Onassis’ first 
marriag e were annuled and the 
terms of the annulment were 
acceptable 
to

Catholic 
Church, the marriag e would be 
proper and leg al theolog ically . 
Otherwise, she would be denied 
the sacraments. 
“ I told all this to J acqueline,” 
the cardinal said, “ but she had 
her mind all made up.

There had been indications 
that the Sov iets would concen­

“ Sov iet pilot-cosmonaut, hero of 
the Sov iet Union and merited 
test pilot.” 
The ship was launched at 
11:34 a.m. Moscow time, Tass 
said, by a “ powerful rocket- 
booster.” The Sov iet news ag en­

“ started fulfilling the prog ram 
of the flig ht,” but g av e no de­ 
tails on what maneuv ers or ex ­ 
periments were planned.

Nix o n do ing fine in an amazing number o f states, 
they are no t finding the equiv alent carry -tho rugh 
fo r co -running co ngressio nal candidates. 
This is the hidden and disturbing fly in the 
G.O.P. o intment at the mo ment. 
The impo rtance is two fo ld: 
first, the need fo r a Republican 
Co ngress 
in 
the 
ev ent 
that 
Geo rge C. Wallace sho uld so me­ 
ho w thro w the electio n into the 
Ho use; seco nd, because an elect­ 
ed Nix o n wo uld be eno rmo usly 
aided by a Republican majo rity 
in Co ngress. 
Gen Dwight D. Eisenho wer’s 
TAYLOR 
first term identifies the pro blem at the Co ngres­ 
sio nal lev el. 
He wo n the presidency by inco mparably the 
largest v o te that had ev er been cast fo r any presi­ 
dent, defeated Adlai E. Stev enso n by the tremend­ 
o us margin o f 6 .6 millio n and go t 4 4 2 v o tes in the 
Electo ral Co llege. (The v o tes cast fo r his re-elec­ 
tio n were giv en larger, his margin o v er Mr. Stev en­ 
so n the seco nd time grew to 9 .2 millio n and he go t 
4 5 7 electo ral v o tes.) 
Yet o n the day Gen. Eisenho wer was inaug­ 
urated — Jan. 20 19 5 3 — the v o tes fo r co -running 
co ngressio nal candidates had giv en his party o nly 
three mo re than a bare majo rity in the Ho use and 
a majo rity o f o nly o ne in the Senate. Actually , 
there was no t o ne Republican senato r who had 
ev er serv ed with a Republican president, includ­ 
ing Sen. Ro bert A. Taft, and o nly 15 Republican 
co ngressmen who ev er had. 
Gen. Eisenho wer go t 82 electo ral v o tes In sev ­ 
en states represented in the Ho use by 5 7 Demo ­ 
crats, no t o ne o f who m was defeated. He wo n fiv e 
so -called so lid So uth states and po lled there 4 9 
per cent o f the majo r party v o te, o utrunning the 
Republican party v o te by a pheno menal 2 8 4 per 
cent. 
Nearly o ne-third mo re So utherners v o ted fo r 
the change at the presidential lev el. Flo rida and 
Tex as, fo r ex ample, gav e the new Republican 
president no t o ne Republican co ngressman. 
When Mr. Nix o n ran in 19 60 the Republicans 
had o nly 17 go v erno rships and bo th ho uses o f the 
legislature in o nly six states. But the 19 04 Republi­ 
can v icto ry was a v icto ry in depth. To day the 
G.O.P. has mo re than half the go v erno rships: 2 6. 


These represent states with 5 8 per cent o f the na- 
tio n’s po pulatio n and 302 Electo ral Co llege v o tes 
(o nly 2 70 are needed to elect Mr. Nix o n President). 
The Republicans gained three Senate seats, 4 7 
Ho use seats and 16 go v erno rships. 


In all this Mr. Nix o n helped mightily . A full 5 5 
o f the 8 2 Co ngressmen Mr. Nix o n campaigned fo r 
in 19 66 were elected, alo ng with 19 o f 13 Senato rs 
and 19 o f 12 go v erno rs. 


But that’s the 19 68 rub. 


Republican insiders are co nfident o f a No v em­ 
ber gain o f at least fiv e mo re G.O.P. go v erno r­ 
ships. They fo resee these in Demo cratic-split Indi­ 
ana; Illino is, where a stro ng Republican o ppo ses 
new Go v . Sanuel H. Shapiro , Io wa, Vermo nt and 
New Hampshire, where po pular Demo cratic go v ­ 
erno rs hav e stepped aside. 


They see po ssible v icto ry in fo ur mo re: Re­ 
publican Rep. Arch A. Mo o re’s West Virginia 
gubernato rial race, and equally fav o red candidates’ 
runs in Delaware. Kansas and No rth Dako ta. Mo re­ 
o v er, as fo r ho lding present G.O.P. go v erno rships, 
the Republican insiders are co nfident in fo ur states 
which hav e appeared to ugh fo r the GO.P. to ho ld; 
Arkansas, Mo ntana, Washingto n and Wisco nsin. 


Mr. Nix o n’s warning within the party against 
‘’the Republicans almo st cannibalistic urge to de­ 
stro y and co nsume o ne ano ther when they dis­ 
agree” has been taken to heart by Republican 
leaders this time. 
But in the Ho use races the ro o t pro blem is 
quite differeht. Lifting the v eil so mewhat, sev eral 
party info rmants hav e issued careful analy ses. Fo r 
ex ample, Mr. I. Lee Po tter, ex ecutiv e directo r o f 
the Republican Co nv entio n Co mmittee, listed o n 
Oct. 19 such specifics as the estimated gain o f fo ur 
Virginia co ngressmen and Mino rity Leader Gerald 
Fo rd has since tried to be similarly specific. 
Behind the scenes, ho wev er, the G.O.P. pro b 
lem at the co ngressio nal lev el is that Ihe 19 66 elec 
tio n swept o ut so many marginal, o r “ so ft,” Demo ­ 
cratic seats amo ng the 4 7 that the Republicans wo n 
that a dispro po rtio nate number o f tho se remaining 
to be wo n in 19 68 are well-entrenched and hardly 
assailable. 
Bey o nd this hidden pro blem, po litical histo ry 
o ffers much to suppo rt the cautio us belief that 
chickens sho uld no t be co unted befo re they are 
hatched, just as it also warns abo ut pro mising two 
chickens in ev ery po t.

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AN ORDINANCE LICENSING 
AND REGULATING REAL 
ESTATE BROKERS AND 
REAL ESTATE SALESMEN 
AND TO PROHIBIT UNFAIR 
REAL ESTATE PRACTICES 
IN THE CITY OF DIXON, 
LEE COUNTY, ILLINOIS 
WHEREAS, the Constitu tion 
of the United States of Ameri­ 
ca has declared and established 
that all p ersons are entitled to 
the eq u al p rotection of the laws; 
and 
WHEREAS, the Congress of 
the United States of America 
and the General Assembly of 
the State of Illinois hav e enact­ 
ed laws fu rthering, nu rtu ring, 
strengthening and encou raging 
the eq u al p rotection of all p eo­ 
p le by su ch laws and hav e giv ­ 
en au thority to the sev eral leg­ 
islativ e bodies of the different 
mu nicip alities within the State 
to enact ordinances conforming 
to said laws; and 
WHEREAS, it is necessary to 
the general health, safety and 
welfare of the p eop le of the City 
of Dix on and to the orderly and 
v ital growth and dev elop ment 
thereof to defeat and su p p ress 
discrimination and segregation 
based u p on race, religion, color, 
national origin or ancestry ; and 
WHEREAS, the right to free­ 
ly own and to freely p u rchase, 
sell, occu p y , ex change and oth­ 
erwise deal with land and p rop ­ 
erty is a signal and essential 
right of the p eop le and an in­ 
tegral p art of the freedom and 
liberty therof entitled to the 
highest p rotection of the laws: 
NOW. THEREFORE. BE IT 
ORDAINED BY. THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF DIXON. LEE 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, as follows: 
TITLE 5. CHAPTER 1 — DIS­ 
CRIMINATION IN REAL 
ESTATE TRANSACTIONS 
Section 1 0. Declaration of 
Policy . 
It is hereby declared to be the 
p olicy of the City of Dix on in 
the ex ercise of its p olice p ower 
for the p rotection of the p u blic 
safety , p u blic health, p u blic mo­ 
rals, and its p ower to license 
and regu late brok ers and sales­ 
men for the maintenance of 
bu siness and good gov ernment 
and for the p romotion of the 
city ’s 
trade, 
commerce and 
manu factu rers to assu re eq u al 
op p ortu nity to all p ersons to liv e 
in decent hou sing facilities re­ 
gardless of race, color, religion, 
ancestry of national origin and 
to that end to p rohibit discrim­ 
ination in hou sing and in real 
estate transactions. 
Sectio n 1 1 . Definitio ns. 
As u sed in this Ordinance, u n­ 
less the contex t otherwise re­ 
q u ires: 
(a) The term real estate in­ 
clu des any bu ilding, stru c­ 
tu re or p ortion thereof in the 
City of Dix on which is u sed 
or occu p ied as a home, res­ 
idence, sleep ing p lace 
of 
one or more p ersons, p lace 
of bu siness or office, bu t 
su ch term shall not inclu de 
rooms for rental to one or 
two p ersons in a single-fam­ 
ily dwelling, the remainder 
of which is occu p ied by (1) 
the owner or members of 
- his immediate family , or (2) 
the lessee of the entire 
dwelling 
or* members 
of 
his immediate family . 
(b) The term u nfair hou sing 
p ractice inclu des any differ­ 
ence in treatment in the 
sale, lease, rental or financ­ 
ing of hou sing accomoda­ 
tions becau se of race, color, 
religion, ancestry or nation­ 
al origin. 
(c) The term real estate 
brok er or real estate sales­ 
man means any natu ral p er­ 
son, p artnership , association 
or 
corp oration, or 
agent 
thereof, who for a fee or 
other v alu able consideration 
sells, p u rchases, ex changes, 
rents (or offers or negoti­ 
ates to do any of the fore 
going) real p rop erty of an­ 
other, or holds himself ou t 
as engaged in the bu siness 
of doing any of the forego­ 
ing, or manages and collects 
rental from the real p rop 
erty of another. 
Section 12. Licenses. 
(a). It shall be u nlawfu l for 
any p erson to act as a real 
estate brok er or real estate 
salesman in this City with­ 
ou t obtaining a license to do 
so. A license may be issu ed 
to an association, co-p artner­ 
ship or corp oration only if 
all members, officers and 
salesmen of su ch associa 
tion, co-p artnership or cor­ 
p oration who activ ely p ar­ 
ticip ate in the brok erage 
bu siness of su ch association, 
co-p artnership or corp ora­ 
tion are du ly licensed as 
real estate brok ers and-or 
real estate salesmen. 
(b) Ap p lication for a license 
and a renewal of a license 
shall be filed with the' City 
Clerk u p on forms su p p lied 
by him and containing: the 
name, 
residence, address, 
bu siness address, date of 
birth, length of ex p erience 
in dealing in real estate, the 
date and nu mber of ap p li­ 
cant’s cu rrent certificate of 
registration from the State 
of Illinois, and su ch other 
p ertinent information as the 
Cou ncil may req u ire to car­ 
ry ou t the intent and p u r­ 
p oses of this Ordinance, If 
the ap p licant is not regis­ 
tered with the State of Illi­ 
nois, the ap p lication shall be 
accomp anied with a state­ 
ment bv the ap p licant u nder 
oath, that the ap p licant is 
not req u ired to be registered 
bv the State of Illinois. 
(c) All initial ap p lications 
for licenses thereof shall be 
referred to the City Cou ncil. 
If the City Cou ncil finds that 
the ap p licant has comp lied! 
with all the p rov isions of 
this Ordinance, it shall ap 
p rov e the ap p lication and a 
license shall be issu ed to the 
ap p licant. A license or re­ 
newal thereof may be re­ 
fu sed by the Cou ncil for any 
v iolation of this Ordinance 
or for any cau ses set forth 
in 111. Rev . Stat. Ch. 114% 
Sec. 8 as the same now are 
or may hereafter be amend­ 
ed. All renewals shall be re­ 
ferred to the City Clerk , who 
may renew same or may re­ 
fer the matter to the City 
Cou ncil. 
<d) In the ev ent any license 


or renewal o f license is re­ 
fu sed and a hearing has not 
already been granted, the 
ap p licant may , by filing a 
req u est with the City Clerk 
within Twenty (20) day s of 
the date of su ch refu sal, 
hav e the matter of su ch re­ 
fu sal heard by a designated 
committee of the City Cou n­ 
cil, or some board or com­ 
mission designated for su ch 
p u rp ose by the Cou ncil. If 
su ch hearing is before the 
Cou ncil it shall mak e its de­ 
termination by adop ting an 
ap p rop riate Committee Re­ 
p ort. If su ch hearing is be­ 
fore a board or commission 
designated by the Cou ncil, 
su ch board or commission 
shall hear the testimony of 
sworn witnesses and su ch 
other ev idence as may be 
p rodu ced and shall p rep are 
findings of fact which shall 
be su bmitted to the Cou ncil 
along with a recommenda­ 
tion. The Cou ncil shall mak e 
its determination by adop t­ 
ing an ap p rop riate resolu ­ 
tion or Committee Rep ort. 
Du ring the p endency of su ch 
p roceeding and u ntil final 
determination, 
no 
license 
shall be withheld. 
(e) Licenses issu ed hereu n 
der shall be for the p eriod 
Nov ember 1, 1968, to Ap ril 
30, 1969, and shall be renew 
able 
annu ally 
thereafter. 
The annu al fee for any li­ 
cense or renewal of license 
for a real estate brok er 
shall be $10.00, which fee 
shall accomp any the ap p li­ 
cation for issu ance or re­ 
newal of license, and the an­ 
nu al fee for any license or 
renewal of license for a real 
estate salesman shall be 
$5.00, which fee shall ac­ 
comp any the ap p lication for 
issu ance or renewal of a li­ 
cense. 
Sectio n 1 3 . Pro hibited Acts. 
No owner of real estate, les­ 
see, su bleasee, real estate brok ­ 
er or salesman, lender, finan­ 
cial institu tion, adv ertiser, or 
gent of any of the foregoing, 
shall discriminate against any 
other p erson becau se of the re­ 
ligion, race, color, or national 
origin 
of 
su ch# other 
p er­ 
son 
or becau se" of the 
re­ 
ligion, race, color or national 
origin of the friends or asso­ 
ciates of su ch other p erson, in 
regard to the sale or rental of, 
or dealings concerning real es­ 
tate. Any su ch discrimination 
shall be considered an u nfair 
hou seing p ractice. Withou t lim­ 
iting the foregoing it shall also 
be an u nfair hou sing p ractice 
and u nlawfu l for any real estate 
brok er, real estate salesman or 
other p erson to: 
(a) Pu blish, circu late, issu e 
or disp lay , or cau se to be 
p u blished, circu lated, issu ed 
or disp lay ed, any commu ­ 
nication, notice, adv ertise­ 
ment, sign, or other writing 
of any k ind relating to the 
sale, rental or leasing of 
any real estate which will 
indicate or ex p ress any su ch 
discrimination. 
(b) Discriminate in p rice 
for any p erson for real es­ 
tate becau se of Tace, color, 
religion or national origin 
(c) Solicit for sale, lease, or 
listing for sale or lease, of 
any 
real 
estate 
on 
the 
grou nd of loss of v alu e du e 
to the p resent or p rosp ectiv e 
entry into any neighborhood 
of any p erson or p ersons of 
any p articu lar race, color, 
religion or national origin. 
(a) 
Mak e, 
distribu te 
or 
cau se to be made or dis­ 
tribu ted any written mate­ 
rial or statements designed 
to indu ce anv owner of real 
estate to sell or lease his 
p rop erty becau se of any

or 
p rosp ectiv e 
change in the race, color,

(h) Act or u ndertak e to act 
with resp ect to any real es 
tate, 
the 
disp osition 
of 
which is p rohibited to any 
p erson becau se of race, col 
or, religion or national ori­ 
gin. 
Sectio n 1 4 . Limitatio ns. 
(a) Nothing in this ordi­ 
nance shall req u ire an own­ 
er to offer p rop erty to the 
p u blic at large before sell­ 
ing or renting it, nor shall 
this ordinance be deemed to 
p rohibit owners from giv ing 
p reference 
to 
p rosp ectiv e 
tenants or bu y ers for any 
reason other than religion, 
race, color or national ori- 
gin. 
(b) Nothing in this ordi­ 
nance shall req u ire an own­ 
er to offer p rop erty for sale 
or lease or rental to any 
p erson if the owner has any 
reason to believ e that su ch 
p erson is not negotiating for 
the p u rchase, lease or rent­ 
al thereof in good faith. 
Sectio n 1 5. Fair Ro using 
Bo ard. 
(a) There is hereby created 
a Fair Ho using Bo ard, co n­ 
sisting o f sev en (7 ) mem­ 
bers. residents o f the Citv 
o f Dix o n, who shall each 
serv e fo r terms o f three (3 ) 
y ears: at least o ne o f said 
members 
s h a l l 
be 
an 
atto rney 
at l a w , 
a nd 
at 
l e a s t 
o ne 
o f 
said 
members shall be a licensed 
real estate bro ker who is a 
member o f the lo cal Bo ard 
o f Realto rs, and at least o ne 
o f said members shall be a 
representativ e o f the busi­ 
ness co mmunity , and o ne 
fro m labo r and o f the three 
remaining members at least 
o ne thereo f shall be a mem­ 
ber o f a mino rity racial 
g ro up. The terms o f o ffice 
o f the initial appo intment 
shall be three members fo r 
three y ears, two members 


fo r two y ears, and two 
members fo r o ne y ear. 
(b) The members of the 
Fair Hou sing Board shall be 
ap p ointed by the May or, 
su bject to the ap p rov al of 
the City Cou ncil. 
(c) The Fair Hou sing Board 
shall adop t su ch ru les and 
regu lations as may be de 
sirable to carry ou t the p u r­ 
p oses and p rov isions of this 
Ordinance. 
(d) The Fair Hou sing Board 
shall receiv e, record, and in­ 
v estigate, 
comp laints 
re­ 
garding v iolations of this Or­ 
dinance, shall seek concilia­ 
tion of p arties inv olv ed in 
su ch comp laints, shall hold 
p u blic hearings where nec­ 
essary , 
mak e findings of 
fact, issu e recommendations 
and tak e all other action in 
accordance with the terms 
of this Ordinance. 
(e) The Fair Hou sing Board 
shall su bmit an annu al re­ 
p ort to the May or and City 
Cou ncil of the City of Dix on 
concerning the enforcement 
of this Ordinance, inclu ding 
the recommendations relat­ 
ing thereto. 
Sectio n 16. Pro cedures. 
(a) Any p erson aggriev ed in 
any manner by a v iolation 
of the p rov isions of this Or­ 
dinance shall file a written 
comp laint setting forth his 
griev ances with the Fair 
Hou sing Board within fif­ 
teen (15) day s after the al­ 
leged 
offense. 
Said com­ 
p laint shall state the name 
and address of the com­ 
p lainant and of the p erson 
or p ersons against whom 
the comp laint is brou ght 
and shall also state the al­ 
leged facts su rrou nding the 
alleged v iolation of this Or­ 
dinance. 
Su ch 
comp laint 
shall be accomp anied with 
a filing fee of Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars. 
(b) After the filing of any 
comp laint, the Fair Hou sing 
Board shall mak e a p romp t 
inv estigation in connection 
therewith: and if the Fair 
Hou sing Board shall deter­ 
mine after su ch inv estiga­ 
tion that orop er cau se ex ­ 
ists for the allegations of 
the comp laint, it shall im­ 
mediately endeav or to elim­ 
inate the u nlawfu l p ractice 
comp lained of by confer­ 
ence, conciliation and p er­ 
su asion. In case of failu re 
so to eliminate su ch p rac­ 
tice, or in adv ance thereof, 
if in the ju dgment of the 
Fair Hou sing Board, cir­ 
cu mstances so warrant, it 
shall cau se to be issu ed and 
serv ed in the name of the 
Fair Hou sing Board a writ­ 
ten notice, together with a 
cop y of su ch comolaint, to 
all p arties, of a fu ll hearing 
of the comp laint, at a time 
and p lace to be sp ecified in 
su ch 
notice. 
Any 
p arty 
charged with hav ing en­ 
gaged in an u nfair hou sing 
p ractice shall hav e the right 
to file an answer to the 
comp laint, to ap p ear at the 
hearing in p erson, and be, 
rep resented by cou nsel, and 
to su bmit testimony . The 
comp lainant shall also be 
allowed to p resent testimony 
in p erson and may be rep ­ 
resented by cou nsel. 
(c) No n-disclo sure. 
The members of the Fair 
Hou sing Board and its staff 
are p rohibited from disclos­ 
ing to the p u blic the filing of 
a comp laint, or what trans 
p ires du ring the cou rse of 
✓ inv estigation of a comp laint. 
All other matters shall be 
ooen to the p u blic. 
(d) Su ch hearing shall be 
condu cted by the Fair Hou s­ 
ing Board, which shall be 
be bou nd by the strict ru les 
of ev idence p rev ailing in 
cou rts of law or eq u ity . The 
Board shall hav e fu ll p ower 
to su bp oena witnesses and 
p ertinent docu ments, which 
p ower may be enforced bv 
the Board by p rop er p eti­ 
tion to the Circu it Cou rt of 
Lee Cou nty . The Board shall 
hav e p ower to administer 
oath and to tak e sworn tes- 
timonv . At the conclu sion of 
the 
hearings, 
the 
Board 
shall render a written re­ 
p ort and recommendations 
which shall be serv ed by 
mail u p on the p arties. No 
rep ort 
shall 
be 
delay ed 
more than six ty (60) day s 
after the date of the issu ­ 
ance of notice for com­ 
mencement of the first hear­ 
ing. 
Sectio n 1 7 . Penalties. 
(a) Any comp lainant or re­ 
sp ondent may ap p ly for an 
obtain ju dicial rev iew of any 
order of the Fair Hou sing 
Board issu ed p u rsu ant to 
Section 16, inclu ding a re­ 
fu sal to issu e an order in 
accordance with the p rov i­ 
sions of the “Administrativ e 
Rev iew Act” ap p rov ed May 
8, 1945, and all amendments 
and modifications thereof: 
and in the ev ent the order 
is affirmed, the Fair Hou s­ 
ing Board may obtain an or­ 
der of the Cou rt for its en­ 
forcement in the same p ro­ 
ceeding.
